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It is with some feeling that I have decided 'to bring to the 
notice of lecturers and students alike what I consider to be 
a serious gap in the teaching of English poetry. Locturos are 
given on lyrical poetry, historical poetry, ballads, elegies etc. 
but in no University’ is’ any time devoted to economic poetry. 

This is a serious defect. 

It is not that sufficient examples of such poetry do not 
exist, nor .;that the poems lack some of those Inherent qualities 
which 'set apart great poetry from mediocre poet'r^-'. The qualities 
of those poems are, of course, a matter of personal taste and 
undors tanding, and, to that extent, may not appeal directly to ", 
the large body of non-economic readers. . . 

I:;have been conducting some research lately into the eco'nomic 
structure' of the Lake District, a'nd it was then that. I re-discoverecl 
two of these economic poemic poems, which v/ere written by. the 
famous English poet Uiilyum Uoidswioth. For the benef it'bothof 
the literary ii-rts students and the non-literary commerce students 
I thought that, by bringing this matter to light throughthe local 
newspaper, some good might accrue. The follov/ing are tbs' twO;. poems

Students of the University of Tasmania have taken the 
initiative, and have made the first step in getting the recorameda tions 
of the Royal Coimnission implemented . 

The students wanted to get something started, and to make 
their own contribution to the ' new University, iv tentative plan 
for the new Students Union on the Sandy Bay site v/as drawn up, 

.and the President of the Union, Malcolm Hills , yesterday ('v/ed.13) 
approached the State Premier, Mr, Robert Cosgrove, and asked 
for a Government contribution on a pound for pound basis. 

Mr. Cosgrove warmly co..ngra tula ted the students on their 
initiative, and said that lie v^as very pleased to see such a 
spirit of self help. He added that the Government was \ 
always 'r^ady to help peo'ple help themselves, and promised 
contribution on a pound for pound basis up to £2p,000. 

The estimated cost of the neucleus of the new Union, ~ 
Includingcomrnonrooms , reading rooms, toilet facilities and a 
cafeteria ~ is Thcrc'is provision in the plan for the , 

later addition of ra the.atre and other amenities. 

The first project in the Students’ drive for £25*000 will 
be an Art 'Union, v/ith a cor as first prize, and the usual minor 
prizes. 

It is hoped to raise this sum in twelve months, by which 
time an overall design for the new University should be ready.

The Executive of N»UoAoUoS= and representatives of all Con- 
stituents met in Melbourne during the vacation. Discussions 
covered all facets of student welfare from Commonwealth 
Scholarships to our representation overseas. 


Ju t er M t i ona Ij _ 

” In July the 5th International Student Conference will 
meet at Birmingham in England; Australia will be represented 
by Marc Playoust (President of NoUoAoUoSo) and Chev Kidson 
(International Vice-President). To foster good relations with 
South East Asian Students our delegates hope to participate 
in a S.E. Asian Regional Conference in conjunction with the 
5th I.S.C. and on their way home will visit a number of 
Asian Universities. ' ' • 


The Executive hopes that N.U.A.U.S. will be able to 
play host to other students at a conference . in the near 
future. An excellent opportunity would be the period of the 
Olympic Games when many students would .be visiting Australia 
either as competitors or spectator-s. 

The key to discussions on international student activ- 
ities is our position as part of S.E. Asia. Pland ,were laid 
for a proposed tour of 15 to 20 Malayan students in August 
this. year. They will visit all Australian universities and 
meet as many students as possible. 


Travels 

The N.U.A.U.S. Travel Director (David Teplitzky- former 
ly of New Zealand) presented plans for an exchange of 
students between Australia and New Zealand. It is hoped 
that 100 students will fly over the Tasman next vacation. 

The scheme appears assured of success as New Zealand has 
guaranteed billets and employment. 


The Executive also mooted a scheme suggested by an 
Indian student Organisation to enable Australian students 
to visit India and meet and live among Indian families. 


Education. 

The difficulties of extreme and early specialisation 
have been recognised both by the Vice-Chancellors* Committee 
and by N.U.A.U.S. Freshers arrive at the university with a 
very small range of knowledge, and it was felt by the 
NUAUS Executive that this could be corrected to some extent 
in secondary schools. The Education Officer (Tim McDonald 
of Melbourne) will place the National Union’s views on this 
and other matters before the New South V/ales Government 
Inquiry into Secondary Education. , in the hope that that 
State may be persuaded to take a lead in this matter.

Jim'^V/ibb’^T the' Secretary" of We scheinel who has just returned 
from Indonesia reported on the success of the scheme. "The 
expansion is terrific", he said.
